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Costa Mesa’s Boobgate 

Charges against private investigators working for the police union’s law firm exposes shady tactics

I t’s already about a month old, but 
the story of how private investiga¬ 
tors working on behalf of the Costa 
Mesa Police Officers Association got 
charged with felonies deserves repeating— 
even The Naked Gun couldn’t create a plot 
this juicy. 

To wit: Christopher Joseph Lanzillo of 
Lake Arrowhead and Canyon Lake resi¬ 
dent Scott Alan Impola, 46, used boobs 
to try to pry damaging information from 
one city councilman and planned to follow 
two other council members to Las Vegas 
in hopes of catching at least one snort¬ 
ing cocaine off a prostitute, according to 
Orange County Superior Court records. 
Following an exhaustive investigation by 
the Orange County district attorney’s office 
(OCDA) that relied on FBI and Costa Mesa 
police records, surveillance video, phone 
and text message records, newspaper arti¬ 
cles, websites, and interviews with a rogue’s 
gallery of players, the two were arrested 
late last month. 

Each was originally held on $25,000 bail 
and charged with two felony counts of con¬ 
spiracy to commit a crime of unlawful use 
of an electronic tracking device, one felony 
count of false imprisonment by deceit, and 
one felony count of conspiracy to commit 
a crime of falsely reporting crime to an 
agency. Lanzillo and Impola, both former 
Riverside police officers, worked as inves¬ 
tigators for now-defunct Upland law firm 
Lackie, Dammeier, McGill, and Ethir, which 
the Costa Mesa cop union hired to conduct 
“candidate research,” including surveil¬ 
lance of Costa Mesa City Council members, 
in the months leading up to the November 
2012 election. 

The firm, which represented several 
Southern California law-enforcement 
unions, boasted on its website about the 
“Playbook” used during contract negotia¬ 
tions with cities. The Playbook called for 
targeting city or county officials seen as 
“hostile” to the police unions; talked of 
“various tools available to an association 
to put political pressure on decision mak¬ 
ers”; and noted the goal was not to sway the 
public, but rather to “simply annoy decision 
makers into giving in to your position.” A 
“Public Blunders” bullet point called for 
specifically making known the mistakes of 
a mayor, council member, city manager or 
police chief, advising the pressure continue 
“until that person assures you [of] his loy¬ 
alty, and then move on to the next victim.” 

Gary Monahan, Jim Righeimer and Steve 
Mensinger represented a Costa Mesa City 
Council majority in 2012 that the cop union 
considered hostile during contract nego¬ 
tiations in the months leading up to city 
elections because they favored reining in 


pension costs. 

According to an affidavit by OCDA Inves¬ 
tigator Kory DeGraffenreid filed with the 
arrest warrants for Lanzillo and Impola, the 
private investigators used GPS devices to 
unlawfully track the vehicles of Mensinger 
and an attorney with a law firm that was a 
Lackie, Dammeier, McGill, and Ethir com¬ 
petitor. Lanzillo is alleged to have used cash 
to purchase the devices from an Ontario spy 
shop and the phony names Robert Teller 
and Teller Investigations to subscribe to the 
tracking service. 

Apparently, the union was prepared 
to follow Mensinger and Righeimer all 
the way to Las Vegas, according to a May 
3,2012, email that is also included in 
DeGraffenreid’s affidavit. The message is 
from Costa Mesa Police Officers Associa¬ 
tion treasurer Mitch Johnson to then-pres¬ 
ident Jason Chamness, board member Rob 
Dimel and negotiator Paul Beckman (all of 
whom remain members of the Costa Mesa 
police force): 

“If it hasn’t already been discussed, 
maybe we should think of informing 
DETER that RIGG and MESS will be in 
Vegas soon. I’m sure they will be dealing 
with other ‘developer’ friends, a Brown 
Act or two, and I think Mess if [sic] a 
doper and has moral issues. I could totally 
see him sniffing coke of [sic] a prostitute. 
Just a thought.” 

(To clarify: DETER is Lackie, Dam¬ 
meier, McGill, and Ethir partner Dieter 
Dammeier; RIGG is Righeimer; and 
MESS is Mensinger. And I’m going to 
take a wild stab that Johnson meant to 
write, “I could totally see him sniffing 
coke OFF a prostitute.”) 

Using the wiles of a shapely woman also 
figures into Lanzillo and Impola target¬ 
ing Monahan. The affidavit states that 
video surveillance from Skosh Monahan’s 
restaurant shows Impola was in the coun¬ 
cilman’s business on Aug. 22,2012, when 
Monahan, Righeimer and Mensinger 
were there. So was Kendrin Haskell, who 
walked in “dressed in jeans with decorative 
adornments on the back pockets, [a] lace 
V-neck blouse exposing her cleavage, with 
a large gray, over-the-shoulder handbag,” 
DeGraffenreid notes in the affidavit. 

Impola is seen alone at a table covering 
his mouth with his hand while speaking 
into a cell phone, and records would later 
indicate he was talking or texting with Lan¬ 
zillo, Dammeier and Haskell at the time, the 
affidavit states. Haskell positioned herself 
in a way to get Monahan’s attention, and it 
worked, as both are seen in the video briefly 
chatting with one another, the OCDA inves¬ 
tigator writes. 

“She is hooking Monaghan [sic] now... He

is in love she has his cell#,” Impola wrote 
in one coded text to Lanzillo, referencing 
Monahan and Haskell. 

Monahan would later tell investigators 
that the woman told him she was waiting 
for a friend who didn’t show and that she 
had just moved into the area from Seattle 
and wanted to know more about the city. 
“They talked about football, and she filled 
out a mailing-list card with the name 
Shelby Mitchell” and an email address, 
DeGraffenreid states. While leaving, she 
told Monahan she would be back, and the 
councilman “remembered giving Haskell 
his business card, which had his cell phone 
number on it.” 

Monahan told the OCDA the woman 
never returned or called. After being served 
a search warrant, Haskell admitted know¬ 
ing Impola, whom she’d met through her 
family, and confirmed she had gone to 
Skosh Monahan’s that August day, but she 
said she only had a drink alone. When the 
OCDA investigator noted the restaurant’s 
surveillance video showed she’d chatted up 
Monahan, Haskell asked to speak with her 
attorney. Her cell phone contained a photo 
of Monahan, Righeimer and Mensinger 
sitting at a table in the restaurant and a 
campaign photo of Monahan, the affidavit 
also notes. 

It was a different incident involving the 
restaurant that same August day that led to 
the investigation that culminated with the 
arrests of Lanzillo and Impola. The latter 
had observed Righeimer drinking a couple 
of dark-colored beverages before leaving 
and getting into his black Yukon to drive 
home around 5:45 p.m. 

Lanzillo is accused of calling 9-1-1 
to falsely report he saw a man stumble 
out of Skosh Monahan’s and get into a 


black Yukon, which Lanzillo followed 
and claimed to see swerve on the road 
as if the driver were under the influence 
of alcohol or disabled. Lanzillo told a 
Costa Mesa police dispatcher that he 
followed the Yukon to a home, giving 
Righeimer’s address. 

With Lanzillo watching from his 
parked white SUV, the councilman was 
briefly detained outside his home dur¬ 
ing the DUI investigation. But Righeimer 
passed a sobriety test and was determined 
to not be under the influence because he’d 
only consumed Diet Cokes, not alcohol, at 
Skosh Monahan’s. 

Lanzillo later admitted during ques¬ 
tioning that Righeimer did not stumble 
out of the bar and was not swerving when 
he drove, but DeGraffenreid also writes 
in the affidavit that Lanzillo later contra¬ 
dicted himself, saying that the officer who 
confronted Righeimer probably backed 
off when he realized the suspect was a 
council member. 

Righeimer immediately went public 
with accusations that he was put under 
surveillance by the police union, which 
claimed the elected official was paranoid. 
But Righeimer and Mensinger have an 
active lawsuit in Orange County Superior 
Court against the union, its former law 
firm and Lanzillo. 

Ironically, the mother of Lanzillo’s wife 
feared Righeimer would sue her son-in-law, 
according to an Aug. 25,2012, text exchange 
between Christopher and Kellie Lanzillo 
that is included with DeGraffenreid’s affi¬ 
davit. “OMG... even if we got sued dieter 
[sic] would cover the cost,” the husband 
assures the wife. “I Can’t believe she [sic] so 
worried. I didn’t plant dope on him.”

DEAR JEWISH MOOR: You're referring to the 
Virgin of Guadalupe, the brown-skinned appari¬ 
tion of the Virgin Mary who, tradition says, 
appeared before the Aztec peasant Juan Diego in 
December 1531 just outside modern-day Mexico 
City. As you correctly noted, Guadalupe's etymo¬ 
logical roots spring from Arabic: the name is a 
mishmash of the Arabic word for valley (wadi) and 
the Latin lupus(\No\f) and was what the Moors 
called a river in the Extremadura region of Spain. 
Hernan Cortes and his merry band of murderous 
Extremadurans venerated a Black Madonna 
found near their hometown river, so its no stretch 
to theorize that any Holy Mother appearing before 
a bunch of Mexicans on the conquistadors' watch 
would assume the nombre of Guadalupe. 

But another school of thought favored by 
many Mexican and Chicano scholars argues 
that Guadalupe got Her name thanks to Span¬ 
ish stupidity. They maintain that Spanish clerics 
misunderstood Juan Diego when he told them 
la virgen called Herself Tlecuauhtlapcupeuh 
("She who comes flying from the region of light 
and music and intones a song, like the eagle of 
fire" in Nahuatl) and Coatlaxopeuh ("I crushed 
the serpent with my foot"). The two terms are 
rough homonyms of Guadalupe, goes the tale, so 
the Spaniards assumed Juan Diego meant their 
goddess and renamed his brown virgin Guada¬ 
lupe. The problem with this revisionist theory, 
however, is that it has no basis in historical fact. 
The German theologian Richard Nebel pointed 
out in his 1992 study Holy Mary Toriantzin Virgin of 
Guadalupe: Religious Continuity and Transforma¬ 
tion in Mexico, "Until today, no one has found any 
document from the 16th century in which one can 
verify the Nahuatl phonetic origins of the word 
that the Spaniards supposedly thought resembled 
'Guadalupe.'" Besides, the idea of an Islamic-

derived Guadalupe is better: Imagine how freaked 
out gabachos will get when they discover the 
Empress of the Americas is part Muslim! 

DEAR MEXICAN: I'm a Mexican giiero —light¬ 
skinned, green-eyed and blond/brown-haired.

Giiero and Loving It! 

DEAR WAB: The only thing Mexicans alternately 
love and hate more than los Estados Unidos are 
giiero (light-skinned) Mexicans. Blame the Aztecs: 
When the light-skinned, bearded Spaniards 
showed up in Mexico in 1519, Moctezuma and his 
am/gosthoughtthe conquistadors were manifes¬ 
tations of Quetzalcoatl, a light-skinned, bearded 
deity that oral tradition promised would return to 
save mankind in 1519—the very yearthe Span¬ 
iards showed up. The Spaniards quickly put that 
myth to waste by destroying the Aztec empire, 
but that initial reverence for giieros seared itself 
into the Mexican psyche. Light skin became syn¬ 
onymous with power, wealth, destruction. Dark 
skin meant indio : loser, poor, estupido enough 
to believe marauders were gods. Not even the 
efforts of Mexican intellectuals during the 1920s to 
popularize the idea of Mexicans as la raza cos- 
mica (the cosmic race, made up of black, Indian 
and white blood) could destroy the stranglehold 
guerismo has on Mexico. That's why you see light¬ 
skinned Mexicans on television, in the presidential 
palaces and in corporate offices. Being a Mexi¬ 
can giiero takes you only so far, though, Giiero 
and Loving It: You're still Mexican, after all.

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But when the first flames curled up to the sky around 
8 p.m., visible for blocks around, a stampede returned 
“in time to see the fun,” according to the Santa Ana 
Evening Blade. 

Meanwhile, the man who made the fun possible 
lay in a cot about 50 yards away, alone in a tent sur¬ 
rounded by barbed wire and under the watch of a 
guard. A sign nearby warned, “LEPROSY: KEEP 
OUT.” A doctor had diagnosed Wong Woh Ye with 
the dreaded disease just a day earlier—the perfect 
excuse for the Santa Ana City Council to push out Ye 
and the last of Chinatown’s residents. They were put 
in a quarantine zone, within eyesight of their former 
neighborhood as it turned to ashes, close enough to 
hear the crowd’s approving roar. 

This inferno is oft-told in the annals of Orange 
County history, almost always presented as a neces¬ 
sary destruction. “An eyesore to us all,” declared Nellie 
Tedford, a founding member of the Orange County 
Historical Society and an eyewitness to the blaze, in 
the 1931 collection Orange County History Series: Vol¬ 
ume One. 

“The sight and smell of the premises was objection¬ 
able to the entire community,” wrote Charles D. Swan- 
ner, who witnessed the burning as a 12-year-old, in 


his 1953 memoir, Santa Ana: A Narrative of Yesterday. 
OC’s most fabled historian, Jim Sleeper, described the 
area “as a pretty ratty-looking place and got worse.” 

It’s as if repeating that Santa Ana’s Chinatown 
deserved to disappear, historians and residents could 
justify in their minds the nasty means to the enclave’s 
hellish end. But such a stance misses an obvious, long- 
ignored point: In order to rid Santa Ana of Chinese 
once and for all, doctors and politicians were willing 
to let a man die. 

S anta Ana’s Chinatown began in the wake of the 
Chinese Exclusion Act of 1882, a federal law 
that prohibited the country’s immigrants from 
legally entering the United States or ever becom¬ 
ing citizens. Although Chinese had peacefully lived 
in Orange County since the 1870s in Anaheim and 
Tustin, popular opinion was turning against them. 

In 1879, Denis Kearney—the California activist who 
coined the infamous phrase “The Chinese must go!”— 
stopped in Santa Ana in 1879 to preach his xenopho¬ 
bic message. 

But the Chinese kept coming. Santa Ana was 
becoming a midway point between Mexico (where an

atmosphere was jovial as more than 1,000 
I people gathered in downtown Santa Ana on May 
I 25,1906, to watch their civic dream come true: the 
I burning of the city’s Chinatown. 

Politicians and residents alike had long pushed for 
the torching, and now was the time to do it. The once- 
thriving area—bounded by present-day Main, Third 
and Bush streets—was almost vacant, atrophied over 
the years by anti-Chinese laws that made a peaceful life 
there impossible. Health officials had just condemned 
Chinatown’s few remaining buildings, rounding up out 
the last residents as onlookers jeered. A representative 
of China’s minister to the United States was rushing in 
from Los Angeles, seeking to stop the planned kindling. 
But Santa Ana would be denied no more. 

Families gathered to witness the destruction, along 
with law enforcement and businessmen—the whole 
town, it seemed. “It was like a big picnic, or a Fourth 
of July,” an eyewitness recalled decades later. A fire 
marshal was on the scene to douse coal oil on China¬ 
town’s structures and set the blaze. But light drizzle 
throughout the day put a damper on everyone’s plans; 
the fire marshal couldn’t strike a spark. 

That delay thinned the original crowd to a couple 
of hundred curious onlookers as the evening arrived.

increasing number of Chinese were land¬ 
ing before illegally entering the United 
States) and Los Angeles, and the city’s 
residents needed their cheap services. By 
1882, downtown Santa Ana boasted two 
Chinese wash houses; lodging, drugstores 
and curio shops soon sprang up. A vegeta¬ 
ble garden and barn served as a commons 
of sorts because the Chinese dominated 
the vegetable-delivery business in Orange 
County in those days. Adolph Butz, owner 
of a plumbing store across the street from 
Chinatown, told a historian decades later 
that he thought 200 people lived there at 
its height, but he also complained the area 
“became a menace to health” and “had a 
bad effect on the value of nearby property.” 

Soon, residents declared war. An 1886 
Santa Ana Standard editorial titled “The 
Heathen Chinee” railed against “his dark 
ways and vain tricks.” By 1888, the Santa 
Ana City Council had formed a committee 
given the task of asking downtown prop¬ 
erty owners to not rent to Chinese. “The 
location of Chinamen right in the heart of 
the city is a great detriment to all property 
in the neighborhood,” the Evening Blade 
wrote in an article simply titled “Remove 
the Chinese.” “We suggest that immediate 
action be taken to eradicate this plague 
spot—this eyesore of the city.” 

Editorials and offers didn’t work, so 
white citizens began a campaign of ter¬ 
ror. Men threw rocks at the Chinese, with 
little fear of repercussion; kids openly 
stole from their stores. The region’s 
newspapers cast Chinatown as a den 
of iniquity, its residents barely human. 

A popular chant of the era was “Chin, 
chin, Chinamen, chin, chin, Chinamen, 
you eat rats!” In 1893, unidentified men 
burned down a Chinese boarding house 
in western Santa Ana, shooting at lodgers 
as they tried to escape. Robberies were 
so frequent that vegetable sellers buried 
their money in the ground. Tensions were 
high enough that in 1896, celery farmers 
in present-day Fountain Valley had to hire 


guards to protect their Chinese workers 
from Americans. 

Even when the Chinese tried to do 
good, Americans smacked them down. 
Native-born Ong Q. Tow, who owned a 
shop in Chinatown and had built a rep¬ 
lica of the U.S.S. Maine in the wake of its 
sinking to display his patriotism, tried 
to enlist in Company L. That was Santa 
Ana’s chapter of the State Guard, which 
was preparing to fight in the Spanish- 
American War. They refused his request, 
citing his Chinese heritage. (Tow went on 
to enlist anyway, becoming one of the first 
Chinese-Americans to fight in the Army.) 

The anti-Chinese offensive worked. 

The 1900 Census showed only 19 people 
remained in Chinatown. That was too 
many for the city fathers, though. So in 
1901, Santa Ana sent its mayor, a coun¬ 
cilman and a Chamber of Commerce 
member to a statewide convention in San 
Francisco that sought to renew the Exclu¬ 
sion Act and share strategies on how to 
rid California of Chinamen; it was the 
only OC city to send a delegation. In 1904, 
the Santa Ana City Council passed a law 
severely penalizing Chinese abalone fish¬ 
erman; seems they were outfishing their 
Anglo counterparts, and, as the Los Ange¬ 
les Herald wrote, “the less wily Caucasians 
were compelled to resort to ordinances” 
in order to compete. 

That year, the council also acquired 
a lot in Chinatown to build a new City 
Hall and gentrify the Chinese away. City 
founder William Spurgeon suggested they 
relocate near the municipal dump, but 
residents there opposed having “Celes¬ 
tials” so near their homes. The solution, 
according to the Evening Blade? After pay¬ 
ing the Chinese $400 and givingthem 30 
days “to settle their business affairs,” the 
city should ban them from Santa Ana alto¬ 
gether and finish off Chinatown. 

“The burning of [the area],” they wrote, 
“will be the occasion of a sort of celebration 
of the consummation of the first part of the 
plan to rid the city of undesirable residents.” 

So by the time doctors found a sup¬ 
posed leper there two years later, the city’s 
consensus had already been reached: The 


Chinese had to go. And now they had the 
perfect scapegoat. 

T he threat of leprosy and other diseases 
had long been used by Americans to 
rid their towns of the Chinese, usu¬ 
ally by mobs. Government-sponsored 
leveling of Chinatowns, however, were 
rare. In 1900, Honolulu’s district burned 
down after officials set fire to it, ostensibly 
to fight bubonic plague. But when San 
Francisco officials announced they weren’t 
going to allow the local Chinese to rebuild 
Chinatown after the city’s devastating 
April 1906 quake, the Chinese govern¬ 
ment protested, and the neighborhood was 
rebuilt without incident. 

While the atmosphere was always 
right for Santa Ana to rid itself of its 
Chinatown, officials kept hesitating, as if 
waiting for an excuse to shield them from 
accusations of racism. And they found it 
in Wong Woh Ye. 

Nothing is known about Ye’s life; he 
appears in no business directories, census 
lists or voter rolls. Newspapers reported 
he had lived on and off in Santa Ana’s Chi¬ 
natown for 20 years and that he had come 
down with something that left sores on 
his skin, although roommates remarked 


he was eating all his meals and was get¬ 
ting no worse. But someone lost to history 
alerted Dr. Jesse M. Burlew, a private 
practitioner who visited Chinatown on 
May 24,1906, and saw Ye. He deemed Ye 
a leper and alerted members of the city’s 
health board, who, the Evening Blade 
said, found “a startling state of affairs” 
filled with “sickening filth” ready to con¬ 
taminate the city’s vegetable supply. Santa 
Ana Health Officer John I. Clark warned 
housewives to not buy their greens from 
the Chinese anymore, with the Evening 
Blade writing that “the Mongolians are 
wily enough to hide the loathsome signs 
[of disease] as long as possible.” 

Ye and seven other Chinese were 
quickly quarantined on the south side of 
the Chinatown lot, in tents surrounded 
by barbed wire; Ye received his own tent 
“until such time as the supervisors can 
provide a more suitable place for him.” 
Their belongings were left behind to 
“probably be confiscated and burned,” per 
the Evening Blade. 

The following night, the city’s Board of 
Health issued a resolution calling for Chi¬ 
natown’s end by fire “as the most effectual 
method of destroying and stamping out 
the germs of leprosy.” The measure passed 































unanimously the following morning at a 
special City Council meeting. There was 
some discussion about whether they were 
authorized to burn down the buildings 
without the permission of owner Martha 
Shaffer—one council member wondered 
why they couldn’t be boarded up until she 
returned from Hermosa Beach. Shaffer’s 
attorney warned the council that “they 
would regret taking such extreme mea¬ 
sures,” according to the 
Los Angeles Times. 

But the attorney, the 
Times chortled, “was 
requested to attend to 
his own affairs, and not 
try to advise the trust¬ 
ees as to their authority 
on this matter.” 

Meanwhile, Santa 
Ana’s city attorney, 
while openly question¬ 
ing the constitutional¬ 
ity of demolishing the 
enclave, shrugged and 
said, “Do it, burn these 
buildings up and take 
the consequences.” 

The final okay came 
from Orange County 
District Attorney Hor¬ 
ace C. Head, son of a 
Ku Klux Klan member 
who helped Orange 
County secede from LA 
County. He reassured 
the council that no 
criminal charges would 
be filed. “Well, gentle¬ 
man,” Head told them 
with a smile, “[any com- 
plainers] would have 
to come to me for war¬ 
rants, and I don’t think 
that you need fear any 
criminal suit.” 

In less than 48 hours, Santa Ana offi¬ 
cials had accomplished what had been 
discussed for years. 

Although the council tried to keep its 
decision quiet, word quickly got around 
town, leading to the massive crowds 
that saw Chinatown in flames that night. 
There wasn’t much to eradicate by then: 
four houses, a store, the barn and the 
vegetable garden. The fire “was as pic¬ 
turesque an event as could be imagined,” 
the Times cooed. Firemen arrived on the 
scene to protect City Hall from damage; 
city officials clubbed to death the cats, 
dogs and chickens the Chinese kept that 
tried to run away. 

Willie Ching Wing, a prominent mem¬ 
ber of Los Angeles’ Chinatown, arrived in 
Santa Ana after the fire started. The quar¬ 
antined Chinese had let him know about 
their troubles, and Wing initially told the 
Times that “he understood [the fire] was 
being done by people who wanted to drive 
his countrymen out of the city.” He found 
his countrymen hungry and shivering, 
huddled in one tent to keep warm in the 
pounding rain; the city had to move them 
to Salvation Army barracks and finally 
feed them. Ye was left behind. 


Wing returned to LA, reassured by the 
promises of city leaders that the exiles 
would be compensated for their losses 
and be given lodging. He told the Evening 
Blade before departing that “everybody 
here has treated the China boys well.” But 
he’d been had. The Times reported the 
following day that Ye “was left to die as 
best he may,” with the sick man complain¬ 
ing his medicine “was all gone.” While 


Ye’s compatriots remained in the Salvation 
Army barracks, council members decided 
that not only would they not get a settle¬ 
ment or new homes, but also they had to 
leave the city immediately. 

Word of this got back to Wing, who 
came back to Santa Ana on June 4 with 
a representative from the Los Ange¬ 
les Chinese Chamber of Commerce to 
investigate. Two days later, they brought 
along Dr. Ralph Williams, a dermatologist 
tasked with investigating Ye’s condition. 
The three went to Santa Ana City Hall, 
demanding an explanation from Burlew. 

But by the time Santa Ana officials took 
them to the tent, Ye was dead. Burlew 
said he had last seen him the previous 
afternoon, but that a guard was supposed 
to monitor him at all times and “why [the 
guard] failed to notice his death” would be 
investigated; it never was. Burlew did an 
autopsy along with other Santa Ana doc¬ 
tors and concluded that Ye did, in fact, die 
of leprosy. 

Newspapers initially reported that Wil¬ 
liams agreed with Burlew’s diagnosis. But 
in an extraordinary interview with the 
Los Angeles Examiner, the doctor not only 
stated he felt Ye didn’t have the disease,

but he also blasted Santa Ana officials 
for the measures they took against the 
sick man. “What the man died of I don’t 
know, for I did not see him before death,” 
Williams said. “I can’t believe that a man 
could die of leprosy without showing any 
of the ordinary signs of the disease.” 

The comments so angered Burlew and 
city officials that they lodged a complaint 
against him with 
the Southern 
California Medi¬ 
cal Association, 
demanding censure. 

What, if any, fol¬ 
low-up happened 
is lost to the pro¬ 
verbial dustbins. 

But this much is 
certain: There is 
no death cer¬ 
tificate for Ye, 
and his burial 
plot is unknown. 

In August 1906, 

Burlew sent a let¬ 
ter to the Southern 
California Practitioner, 
the trade magazine for 
doctors in South¬ 
ern California, to 
try to clear his 
name. “It was 
claimed by 
Los Angeles 
Chinamen, 
backed by 
their Los Ange¬ 
les American 
medical advisers, 

that the case was orange county medical 

not one of leprosy and that an injustice 
was being done the Chinks, through the 
ignorance of Santa Ana’s physicians,” 
Burlew wrote. He admitted that Ye’s 
immediate cause of death wasn’t leprosy, 
but rather pneumonia. But Burlew stood 
by his diagnosis. He went on to become a 
pioneering doctor in Orange County, the 
first local surgeon to be made a fellow of 
the American College of Physicians and 
Surgeons; the Burlew Medical Library 
and Health Resource Center at St. Joseph 
Hospital of Orange is named after him. 

Although Ye was dead, Wing wasn’t 
done. The Times reported that the Chi¬ 
nese counted their losses at $1,562.55, 
a figure the paper mocked on June 8 by 
opining their “entire possessions could not 
amount to a third of this sum.” The city 
countered with $100, to be split among 
the seven survivors; Wing told them to 
refuse the offer and instead sue, using 
Williams’ findings to show that Santa Ana 
“acted without warrant in ordering” Chi¬ 
natown burned. They never did, and they 
never lived in downtown Santa Ana again, 
leaving for the outskirts of the city or 
other Chinatowns in Orange County until 
those places were also destroyed. The last 
Chinese in Santa Ana, Lee You, left the 


city in 1923, returning to his homeland. 

Almost a year after the burning of 
Chinatown, Shaffer wrote to the council. 
The landlord had never been paid for its 
sacking and demanded $1,200 in lost rent. 
The city fathers openly laughed—a for¬ 
mer member said the city wasn’t “liable 
for a copper center,” while the mayor at 
the time, Arthur J. McFadden, said they 
“need not rush into” paying Shaffer any¬ 
thing. It wasn’t until 1910 that the council 
responded to Shaffer—the city clerk 
wrote her a letter stating that her “claim 
is outlawed, and we are prohibited from 
paying it.” 

Getting rid of Chinatown became 
a point of pride for all residents. 
The Santa Ana Chamber of 
Commerce quickly put out 
a pamphlet extolling the 
virtues of the town for 
businesses, making sure 
to note that “Santa Ana 
has no Chinatown.” 
Republican John N. 
Anderson, in his suc¬ 
cessful 1912 campaign 
to become a state 
senator for the 39th 
district, cited his work 
“removing] several of the 
old shacks” of Chinatown 
as reason for voting him in. 
When a Japanese man got a 
license to open a laundry the 
year before, the City Council 
quickly revoked it; one 
council member 
declared, 
“This is a 
white man’s 
town,” while 
former Dis¬ 
trict Attor- 

history, 1921 ney Head told the 

council “that if the city revokes 
the license, the Jap will not go to court.” 
Why? The burning of Chinatown. 

Y ears after the death of Wong Woh 
Ye, county health officials dealt 
with another Asian leper case in a 
different manner. In July 1914, they 
found a 32-year-old Japanese man with 
the last name Saki in Villa Park. While 
isolating him in the same manner that 
Santa Ana officials did with Ye, they also 
made sure to feed, clothe and treat him. 
Saki escaped four months later, eventually 
living among Japanese in El Modena until 
getting caught by health officials in June 
1915. The houses of the Japanese weren’t 
burned, and the county arranged a cottage 
for Saki, complete with running water 
and gas. 

“Leprosy is not a contagious disease,” 
Dr. Harry Zaiser told the Santa Ana 
Register. “Leprosy is only transmittable 
through actual blood-to-blood contact.” 

While never attracting national atten¬ 
tion, Santa Ana’s Chinatown attack 
loomed over the city for decades to 
come. “Not too many Chinese moved 
here because they still knew the history 
about why they burned up the town,” 






















said Fred Lau, in a 1984 interview with 
the Center for Oral and Public History 
(COPH) at Cal State Fullerton. In the late 
1940s, Lau was one of the first Chinese to 
return to the city. “They did not want to 
be around here.” 

“It was done mali¬ 
ciously and with malice 
aforethought,” admitted 
McFadden, the mayor who 
had refused to pay Chi¬ 
natown’s landlord for her 
losses, to COPH interview¬ 
ers in 1970. “[City leaders] 
wanted to get rid of China¬ 
town, and they just delib¬ 
erately burned it down.” 

But he felt no guilt—it 
had to happen. “The town 
had grown to the point 
where it practically sur¬ 
rounded that neighbor¬ 
hood,” McFadden added, 

“and it wasn’t a good idea 
to have a Chinatown in 
that situation.” 

For years after the 
burning, the Register 
wistfully recalled the 
area every Chinese New 
Year. In 1922, it noted 
that “weird Oriental 
spirits” might haunt 
the staging of a Chinese play held at 
the Temple Theater—built on the very 
grounds of Chinatown. There, the 
paper recalled, “stood the establish¬ 


ments of Chuck, the vegetable man, 
and Dock Yick [Sing], the dispenser 
of Chinese medicines. Next door, the 
establishment of Kee Kee attracted the 
gamblers. Their ghosts, mayhap, will 


as the years passed. Tedford said the 
Chinese were given furnished homes 
in the wake of Chinatown’s ruin. Swan- 
ner wrote in his accounts that Wil¬ 
liams didn’t dispute Burlew’s leprosy 



attend [the play] ... to see that [it] is 
done in true Oriental manner.” 

Local historians romanticized the 
story to lessen the reality of the deed 


diagnosis and that underground tun¬ 
nels and cellars were found, repeating 
a white urban legend about China¬ 
towns that no newspaper of the time 


reported. In his account, Sleeper took 
to making up dialogue wholesale and 
cracked jokes about newspapers get¬ 
ting Ye’s name “Wong.” 

Today, what was Santa Ana’s China¬ 
town is hipster lofts and 
the parking lot behind 
the DGWB ad agency, 
which occupies the old 
City Hall (built in the 
1930s, it replaced the City 
Hall that originally stood 
next to Chinatown). No 
marker stands anywhere 
in the area to commemo¬ 
rate its existence. 

Perhaps the best sum¬ 
mation of Santa Ana’s atti¬ 
tude was in a 1984 COPH 
interview with Lucy Lock¬ 
ett. The former school¬ 
teacher was 13 years old 
at the time of Chinatown’s 
demise, and she fondly 
remembered the vegetable 
carts and laundry men that 
served the city during her 
childhood. Nevertheless, 
she insisted, “They all had 
to go. [Burning China¬ 
town] was a good thing to 
clear up the area.” 

“Couldn’t get away with 
that now,” her interviewer responded. 

“No,” Lockett replied. And then 
she laughed.

Ramen Town Redux 

Kitakata Ramen Ban Nai is the latest ramen giant to settle in Costa Mesa

urely you’ve heard about the 
recent study that linked instant 
ramen to heart attacks and 
diabetes and that the chemical 
preservative tertiary-butylhydroquinone 
(TBHQ, a petroleum byproduct) is an 
often-used ingredient. This is why you 
should shun those freeze-dried packets of 
cheapness and convenience and instead 
eat more real ramen. I’m talking about real 
noodles in a made-from-scratch soup full of 
porkiness. And the city where you can get 
it has always been Costa Mesa. OC’s Ramen 
Town is home not only to the venerable 
Santouka, with its rich-as-gravy broths; 
Ramen Yamadaya, with its equally weighty 
bowls of liquid bacon; but also to the indies 
Mentatsu and Ramen Zetton, which has a 
vegetarian ramen that’s perhaps even bet¬ 
ter than the one made with pig. 

Before it closed earlier this year, there 
used to be Kohryu, a cult favorite famous 
for bowls flecked with its signature deep- 
fried, charred bits of green onion. But 
we don’t call it Ramen Town for nothing. 
Kitakata Ramen Ban Nai quickly took its 
spot in August—the first U.S. store of a 
chain that has about 60 locations in Japan. 

Kitakata makes great noodles, perhaps 
the best of the entire bunch. The strands 
here are particularly bungie-like and elas¬ 
tic, with an imperfect crinkle that’s wide 
in parts, flat in others, curly throughout— 
and sort of bloated if you compare it to the 
noodles at Santouka, Yamadaya and the 
rest. It’s that way because Kitakata—partly 
named for the small town from whence it 
came—makes its noodles with a lot more 


water than usual. The resulting product 
possesses a considerable chewiness, with 
a line weight just a few degrees below 
udon and a textural similarity to Chinese 
hand-pulled noodle. 

Another distinctive feature of the 
bowls from this area is the broth, which is 
clear, not milky. When you sip Kitakata’s 
soup, it’ll be light—virtually spring water 
when compared to the rich sludge of the 
Hakata-style broths popular around these 
parts. This isn’t to say it’s not flavorful—ft 
is. But you don’t drink your sustenance 
here; you eat it in the form of those 
noodles and the thick, roasted pork belly 
slices of toro chashu layered on top. 

This meltingly tender pork belly is 
another trademark of Kitakata-style 
ramen. The restaurant adorns all the 
bowls with the toro chashu in near¬ 
perfect squares. In its most expensive 
option, the chefs carpet the entire sur¬ 
face of the soup so completely with pig 
it blots out everything else beneath. Less 
pork-endowed but just as substantial is 
the green chili shio ramen, which has a 
tuft of shredded scallions piled on top, 
resembling Pebble Beach’s Lone Cypress. 
The soup hides strips of red onions, Napa 
cabbage and thin slices of chile hiding 
near the bottom. It’s not particularly 
spicy for the first few sips—but then you 
run into those chiles. 

No matter which bowl you get, the 
portion sizes are generous. You still prob¬ 
ably want to add an egg for an extra buck, 
though, and it’s perfect. The yolk is flaw¬ 
less—halted at the state of matter between 


liquid and solid. Also great: the deep-fried 
shishito peppers flavored with soy and 
the chicken karaage (greaseless, moist 
boulders of dark meat twice the size of a 
McNugget that are just the right amount 
of crispiness). If you’re so inclined, Kita¬ 
kata offers the same chicken over rice and 
also another rice bowl blanketed with 
more of that pork. But a sort of brick-red 
fried rice made with the house umami 
chile paste is a revelation. 

The best thing you can order at Kita¬ 
kata is the tsukemen, which highlights 
the noodles’ mesmerizing qualities like no 
other dish. There are two options: cold, or 
kept hot in a big vat of its cooking water. 
In both, grab the strands with your chop¬ 
sticks, dunk them into a smaller bowl of a 
reduced broth intensified by soy, and then 
slurp, slurp, slurp, disregarding all the 
noise your mouth is making. 

Right now, the place can get extremely 
busy on weekend nights, and the frus- 
tratingly tiny parking lot it shares with 
Kitsch Bar and Manpuku fills up too 
quickly. Only after my third visit did I 
find out you’re allowed to park in the 
overflow lot at the Newport-Mesa Uni¬ 
fied offices behind the plaza—which is 
good because Ramen Town is in need of 
more Ramen Parking.

S omehow, Lake Forest has become a 
focal point for African-American life in 
OC. A recording studio attracts the likes of 
Snoop Dogg; black churches dot the area. 
Kathryn McCullough was the first (and 
only) African-American mayor of an OC 
city. And since last summer, Lake Forest 
has hosted OC's only true soul-food buf¬ 
fet at the perfectly named Celebrity Soul 
Food Buffet. The place is massive—you 
can easily carve it into three distinct 
restaurants, with a whole section already 
cordoned off for banquets. But here is the 
best stand-alone buffet in the county, with 
three gigantic tables groaning with trays of 
Southern food. There's even a superfluous 
salad bar to the side—why bother with 
crappy roughage when all the veggies you 
need are next to all the fried catfish, dirty 
rice and neck bones (!) you can pile onto 
your plates for seconds and thirds? 

I've traveled enough through the South 
to know a proper soul-food buffet, and 
Celebrity nails it. There's the requisite fried 
chicken, the DIY waffle station, the sweet 
tea with enough sugar to raise C & FI's 
stock price. The mac and cheese congeals 
too quickly, it always seems to run out of 
chicken and dumplings when I'm there, and 
I wish there were more 'cue options, but 
everything else is perfect. Celebrity rotates 
more than 40 distinct entrees, few available 
anywhere else in OC, all noted with stickers 
above the sneeze guard save for the ones 
that read either "Daily Special" or—better 
yet—"Special Request" You know you're in 
a down-home place when cooked cabbage 
is on a tray, not too far from the steamed 
yams, both ready for eaters to ladle over the 
black-eyed peas and green beans for the 
best non-Indian vegetarian meal of your life. 

And then there's the peach cobbler, 
rotated seemingly every hour, with a 
perfectly crisp crust and peaches from 
an orchard. African-American life is 
sadly hard to find in OC, but Celebrity 
makes up for it with heaps of food and 
good graces: When a clueless guy went 
in recently and asked the cashier what 
kind of food was sold there, she replied, 
"Souuuuuulfood!" HELL, YA!

Grapes of Wrath at the 
Melting Pot 

Y ou know that place you'd frequent after 
work? If you're by John Wayne Airport, 
it's probably Classic Q. Once upon a time, I 
would have said the Melting Pot. Instead of 
the most expensive DIY meal in the county 
(that wasn't shabu shabu), I'd score a deal at 
the bar—a salad, drink and cheese course 
for about half the cost. This is where my 
cocktail education started, where everything 
I sipped a decade ago had a pretty, candy 
hue—sorry, not sorry because I learned well. 

Nowadays, my visits there happen about 
once a year. Very little has changed, but there's 
something to be said for familiarity. December 
is the only month the Melting Pot serves both 
lunch and dinner, and it shows—the Friday I 
visited, couples overran the spot, fortysome- 
things sharing glasses of wine and flutes with 
rosy bubbles. Narrowly avoiding the Sour 
Patch 'tini and predictable lemon drop, I settled 
on a hybrid of sorts: the Grapes of Wrath.

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Still Marching 

Ava DuVernay’s urgent Selma speaks to the now

D escribing Ava DuVernay’s 

quietly remarkable Selma to a 
friend, I caught myself refer¬ 
ring to the Civil Rights Era as 
a historical event, a thing of the past, and 
then backtracked. The killing of Michael 
Brown, Eric Garner and Tamir Rice at the 
hands of police officers—not to mention the 
Supreme Court’s dismantling, in June 2013, 
of the Voting Rights Act, a quieter yet per¬ 
haps more insidious event—all indicate the 
Civil Rights Era is ongoingbecause it has 
to be. Selma, in addition to being a meticu¬ 
lously detailed historical drama, is the right 
movie for the moment: In telling the story 
of the three marches—from Selma to Mont¬ 
gomery, Alabama—led by Martin Luther 
King in 1965 as a protest against restric¬ 
tions that prevented African-Americans 
from registering to vote, DuVernay has also 
opened a window of hope on the present. 

If change was painful then, we shouldn’t 
expect it to be easy now. 

Change always costs us something, and 
DuVernay—working from a script by Paul 
Webb—faces that truth unflinchingly. The 
film opens with King, played by David 
Oyelowo, fussing with the ascot he’s sup¬ 
posed to wear to accept the 1964 Nobel 
Peace Prize; he complains to wife Coretta 
(Carmen Ejogo) that it’s just too preten¬ 
tious, that his friends back home would 
mock him for “living high on the hog.” But 
his mind is really on something much more 
pressing than the propriety of this length of 
silk, and at this point, DuVernay dramatizes 
a key event that haunts the speech he’s 
about to give, a tragedy that had occurred a 
year earlier: A cluster of little girls descend 
a church stairwell, chattering about the best 
ways to get straight, beautiful hair. They’re 
wearing dresses with short, bouffant skirts 
and gloves with lacy cuffs; they carry tiny 
Sunday purses barely big enough for a han¬ 
kie and a few pennies. 

The explosion that kills them is, in the 
hands of DuVernay and cinematographer 
Bradford Young, a slow-motion swirl of 
dust and splinters and shards of glass. We 
also get a glimpse of one small airborne 
patent-leather shoe. The violence of the 
moment may be too muted for some and 
too heartstring-pluckingfor others. But 
what else could she do with one of the most 
villainous and godless acts of the last half 
of the 20th century, the murder of four 
girls at the hands of white supremacists in 
a Birmingham church in 1963? DuVernay 
gets the moment as right as anyone could. 

If it knocks the wind out of you, that means 
you’re still breathing. 

With Selma, DuVernay has pulled off 
a tricky feat, a movie based on historical 
events that never feels dull, worthy or life¬ 


less; it hangs together as a story and not 
just part of a lesson plan. The movie is at 
once intimate and grand in scope: An early 
scene shows Annie Lee Cooper (played 
by Oprah Winfrey), who would become a 
voting-rights activist, trying to register in 
her home county and being turned away, 
stymied by a blockade of absurd regula¬ 
tions. Another shows King in the Oval 
Office conferring with Lyndon B. Johnson 
(played by a superb Tom Wilkinson, who 
gets even the hunch of Johnson’s shoul¬ 
ders just right), urging the president to 
push forward with the Voting Rights Act. 
LB J, having succeeded the previous year 
in the gargantuan task of pushing the Civil 
Rights Act through Congress, drags his 
heels. Johnson knows how much he needs 
King politically, but he’s not above using 
his power in devious ways: In one subtle 
and chilling scene, he gives FBI honcho 
J. Edgar Hoover (Dylan Baker, who man¬ 
ages to come off as both parched and oily) 
tacit permission to try to break up the King 
household as a way of undermining the 
movement. 

LB J eventually ended up on the right 
side of history, but King had to nudge 
him toward it. King also had to negotiate 
disputes between the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference (SCLC) and the 
Student Nonviolent Coordinating Com¬ 
mittee (SNCC), two groups with similar 
goals but bitter differences about how to 
reach them. (Stephan James is marvel¬ 
ous as the young John Lewis, the SNCC 
activist who would become a Georgia 
congressman, now in office for 28 years 
and referred to by his colleagues as “the 
conscience of Congress.”) 

Selma lays out the challenges faced by 
organizers and regular citizens alike in 
planning and executing the marches. On 
their first attempt to cross the Edmund Pet- 
tus Bridge, they’re run down and clubbed 
by Sheriff Jim Clark and a phalanx of 
policemen on horseback; the cops descend 
upon the peaceful marchers, many of them 
elderly, kicking and beating them with 
batons. DuVernay proves both discreet and 
vigorous in her orchestration of violence, 
emphasizing its horror without beating the 
audience up. 

She’s similarly judicious in depicting the 
shooting death of activist Jimmie Lee Jack- 
son (Keith Stanfield), again at the hands of 
policemen, and the beating death of James 
Reeb (Jeremy Strong), the minister who 
came down from Boston to join the march 
and was killed by white supremacists. 
There’s nothing graphic in Selma, but you 
feel the weight of every act. 

DuVernay—whose previous fea¬ 
tures include the 2012 drama Middle of 



Nowhere—has put together an exceptionally 
fine ensembles of actors, among them Com¬ 
mon (as SCLC activist James Bevel), Tessa 
Thompson (as, in FBI parlance, “female 
agitator” Diane Nash) and Tim Roth (who 
makes a wheedling, weaselly George Wal¬ 
lace). Ejogo brings fine, gradient shading 
to the role of Coretta Scott King. More 
than just a put-upon wife, she’s a woman 
who looks at her husband every day—a 
great man and a flawed human being—and 
wonders when, not if, he’s going to be taken 
away from her. 

As King, Oyelowo is the movie’s grave 
but radiant center. DuVernay isn’t afraid to 
tangle with some of the thornier issues of 
King’s legacy: Though he advocated only 
peaceful protest, he was canny enough to 
know that provoking his opponents into 
violence was the surest way to draw atten¬ 
tion to the cause. Oyelowo plays King as a 
man who knew what he was risking every 
day—not just his own life, but also the lives 
of others. In one of the movie’s quietest,

most piercing moments, he calls a friend 
in the middle of the night. She rolls out 
of bed to answer the phone. “I just need 
to hear the Lord’s voice,” King tells the 
woman, who turns out to be Mahalia Jack- 
son (played by Ledisi Young). She obliges, 
with an impromptu version of “Take My 
Hand, Precious Lord.” Selma shows King 
in moments of weakness and triumph, and 
though it stops well short of portraying him 
as saintly, he’s still a hero for our time. In 
the past year, as Americans, we’ve had too 
many occasions to look at ourselves and 
realize we don’t know who we are anymore. 
Selma reminds us we’re capable of better.

ONGOING 

ANNIE Every version of Annie since the 
Broadway original has aimed younger 
and younger. John Huston's 1982 movie 
cut the child-confounding songs "We'd 
Like to Thank You, Herbert Hoover" and 
"New Deal for Christmas," and added 
two ditties about Annie's dog. This new 
flick scraps the 1933 setting altogether 
and plops Annie into contemporary 
Harlem, a bodega playground. Now, in 
"You're Never Fully Dressed Without 
a Smile," your clothes aren't "Beau 
Brummell-y," but "Chanel, Gucci." 
Producers Jay-Z and Will and Jada 
Pinkett Smith must have beamed when 
they discovered that rhyme—and, to 
be fair, their three children are fashion- 
forward. There's a sense that neither 
they nor director Will Gluck know what 
normal kids—the kind they need to buy 
tickets to Annie —think is cool. Instead, 
once again this is an Annie for adults, 
only now the spin is less "Remember 
the social-welfare lessons of the Great 
Depression?" and more "Hey, rich peo¬ 
ple are nice, too." This Annie is so mod¬ 
ern that the girl's benefactor, Will Stacks 
(Jamie Foxx), is a telecommunications 
baron running for mayor. It presumes 
that children care a great deal about 
cellphone towers, political campaigns, 
and Twitter. Still, Quvenzhane Wallis, 
as Annie, is raw, charismatic, alive, and 
unpredictable: In her biggest solo num¬ 
ber, every time Gluck cuts to Annie sing¬ 
ing on a stage, it's a crapshoot whether 
she'll be preening like Billie Holiday or 
rocking jerkily side to side like Chuck 
E. Cheese. In short, she's a child. The 
question is if this musical has any genu¬ 
ine interest in one. (PG) Amy Nicholson. 
Countywide. 

BIG HERO 6 Imagine if nerdy Clark Kent 
didn't have to remove his glasses and 
pocket protector to save the world. 

Then imagine him as fat and sweet 
as a marshmallow. Meet Big Hero ffs 
Baymax, Disney's new cuddly champion: 
a waddling, inflatable health care com¬ 
panion who can sense your pulse, diag¬ 
nose disease, and, if reprogrammed, kill. 
Our setting is San Fransokyo, a hybrid 
of California and Japan where everyone 
loves tech gadgets and sushi. (Whether 
the city is fictitious or simply the near 
future is up for debate.) Boy wonder 
Hiro (Ryan Potter), a 14-year-old orphan, 
joins his college-age older brother, 
Tadashi (Daniel Henney), in a state-of- 
the-art laboratory inventing marvels with 
other young geniuses: Go Go (Jamie 
Chung), a hellion with a magnetic bike; 


Wasabi, a geek who loves lasers; and 
Honey Lemon (Genesis Rodriguez), a 
girlie girl who knows her way around 
chemicals. To make engineers more 
awesome, the movie upgrades the gang 
into superheroes, which scrambles the 
message. An arsonist destroys Hiro's 
(admittedly not very long) life's work and 
accidentally offs Tadashi. Hiro asks his 
geek friends to set things right—and 
trains Baymax, his brother's kindly robot, 
with punches and kicks scanned from 
kung fu movies. Big Hero 6 veers from 
chipper to noisy to dark stretches where 
it grapples with adult-sized grief. Hiro 
isn't just a sweet moppet: He's full of 
rage and despair and ego. He needs 
Baymax to be his family, which means 
training him to fist-bump, and groaning 
when the robot runs out of battery and 
acts like a stumbling, slurring drunk—a 
moment that could have kids later suspi¬ 
ciously checking their own parents for a 
plug. (PG) Amy Nicholson. Countywide. 

EXODUS: GODS AND KINGS Flip 
open your Bibles to Numbers 12:3 to 
find the first inaccuracy in Ridley Scott's 
Exodus: Gods and Kings. "Now the man 
Moses was very meek, above all the 
men which were upon the face of the 
earth," sayeth the Good Book of our 
hero, played by Christian Bale, an actor 
of hauteur even when saddled with a 
combover and potbelly. Bale's Moses is 
a sword-slashing general who strides 
around ancient Egypt like he owns the 
place, which, as the adopted son of the 
Pharaoh, he does, at first. This guy is 
fated to lead a slave uprising? The only 
way Bale's Moses could be the hum¬ 
blest man alive is if the rest of the planet 
were killed. The pleasures in Exodus 
are tactile: the heavy turquoise bridles 
worn by the villainous Ramses II (Joel 
Edgerton), the matching blue-and-white 
headdresses of his soldiers as they 
dominate the Hebrew slave quarters 
like cotton stormtroopers, the zebra and 
tiger skins he uses as carpet, and the 
unearthly pink crab he munches on for 
dinner. We can hear the luxury: Even in 
chaotic battle scenes, you can discern 
every individual clink of the scaly gold 
armor. But Scott, either from fear or dis¬ 
traction, has no take on what this story 
might mean. A budget this big ensures 
he's gotta sell tickets to Bible-thumpers 
and spectacle-loving heathens alike. Yet 
he can't decide if making rivers run with 
blood is heroic or horrific—you sense 
he'd rather make Gladiator II: Attack of 
the Frogs. Thanks to a distracting father 
versus son versus favored adopted son 
plotline, he essentially has. (PG-13)

THE HOBBIT: THE BATTLE OF THE 
FIVE ARMIES Reviewing any chunk 
of Peter Jackson's Tolkien-flavored 
fantasy-combat-simulation project is 


like reviewing some holiday party or a 
possibly obligatory family get-together. 
You know whether you're going, you 
know who you'll see there, and you 
know that you'll either grit through it 
and be glad when it's over, or you'll lose 
yourself in it and miss the ritual when 
it's gone. Either way, consider this: Once 
the final version of The Battle of the 
Five Armies hits Blu-ray, Jackson's full 
series will take almost a full day of your 
life to get through. And yet, even here, 
at the end of all things Middle-earth, 
the filmmaking and world-crafting and 
orc-decapitations are still brash and 
vigorous, still lavish, rousing, grating, 
wearying, and hilarious, both intention¬ 
ally and un-. When ore and dwarf spill 
through fog onto a silvery frozen lake, 
and then in that roller-rink moonscape 
gorgeousness keep their grudge match 
going both above and under the ice, you 
may carp that it's all just too much. But 
it's hard not to marvel at just how much 
too-much Jackson has whipped up— 
and how much of it was inspired. The 
film builds to a series of boss battles 
against scarred and gum-fleshed ore 
chiefs Tolkien didn't even bother putting 
in the book. They're individually spec¬ 
tacular, staged with the full Jackson 
invention and brio—he's as good at this 
stuff as anyone in the history of movies. 
But they just keep coming, like frozen 
yogurt from a self-serve spigot a kid 
didn't bother turning off, more and more 
in a relentless gush. The Hobbit is less 
a trilogy than it is a heaping mound of 
sugary goo. (PG-13) Alan Scherstuhl. 
Countywide. 

INTERSTELLAR There's so much space 
in Christopher Nolan's nearly three-hour 
intergalactic extravaganza Interstellar 
that there's almost no room for people. 
This is a gigantosaurus movie enter¬ 
tainment, set partly in outer space and 
partly in a futuristic dustbowl America 
where humans are in danger of dying 
out, and Nolan—who co-wrote the 
script with his brother, Jonathan—has 
front-loaded it with big themes and 
even bigger visuals. Interstellar is sup¬ 
posedly all about what it means to be 
human, but it's supersized in case we 
really are so out of touch with being 
human that we need to have everything 
blown up IMAX-big. "We used to look 
up at the sky and wonder at our place 
in the stars," says Cooper, Matthew 
McConaughey's farmer-astronaut- 
dreamer in one of his many, many 
proclamations about life, family, and the 
cosmos. "Now we just look down and 
worry about our place in the dirt." But 
even the dirt in Interstellar looks spec¬ 
tacularly art-directed. Launched into a 
wormhole to scout new worlds for pos¬ 
sible human habitation, Cooper and his 
colleagues encounter frozen worlds and 
watery ones, and the dangers they face 
are both existential and specific. The 
universe Nolan has invented for them is 
vast, awe-inspiring, and terrifying. But 
if Nolan is so godlike, you'd think he'd 
be better with actors. They don't stand 
a shooting star's chance in Interstellar. 
Anne Hathaway's big moment—her only 
moment, really—is a quavery speech 
about true love. In what should be 
McConaughey's most moving scene—he 
faces the reality that his children have 
aged by 23 years, while he's only a few 
hours older—we can see McConaughey 
working the strings. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek.

INTO THE WOODS No matter how it per¬ 


forms in theaters, Stephen Sondheim's 
and James Lapine's dark, glorious, and 
supremely messy fairytale mash-up 
musical/therapy session is now forever 
a pop-culture curio that unwary kids 
will stumble upon to their bafflement 
and betterment. The princess-party 
punchbowl has forever been spiked. 
Here's wicked stepsisters who hack off 
toes to cram their feet into Cinderella's 
slippers. And here's a Cinderella 
(Anna Kendrick) whose flock of bird 
companions occasionally peck out her 
enemies' eyes. Better still: Sumptuously 
gowned, Cinderella flees prince and ball 
three nights running for reasons she 
doesn't understand herself until much 
later, after she has won everything any 
princess-minded tween has ever ached 
for—come to find out, the wishing beats 
the hell out of the having. The wish¬ 
ing for a big-screen Into the Woods 
might be best the reality, too, despite 
Kendrick's glittering turn and the won¬ 
ders of Sondheim's brittle-witty score, 
which is mostly intact. Onstage, Into the 
Woods is an exhausting triumph—it's 
the show whose first half your relatives 
adore, and whose second, when Grimm 
and Freud met Pirandello, leaves them 
restless and discomfited. Onscreen, 
exhaustion sets in much earlier. Into the 
Woods is all about archetypes running 
hither and thither, questing and belt¬ 
ing, their stories glancing against each 
other in that fairytale space of the title. 

In a live performance, we can observe 
multiple stories at once, the actors 
occupying different copses—we're 
invited to savor the correspondences. In 
the movie, director Rob Marshall simply 
cuts from one tale to the next, isolating 
his actors. There's little sense that the 
fairytale space is a shared one—it's 
just a bunch of noisy incident transpir¬ 
ing in unrelated treestands. (PG) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

PENGUINS OF MADAGASCAR 
Talking-animal spy comedy Penguins of 
Madagascar, a spin-off of talking-animal 
prison-break comedy Madagascar 
and its sequels, plays like a sampler of 
Dreamworks Animation's worst creative 
impulses: sugar-rush pacing, pander¬ 
ing meta-gags, and a slick, flavorless 
animation style. These pervasive 
shortcomings make it impossible to 
enjoy this desperate-to-please film's 
two most distinctive assets: voice 
actors John Malkovich's and Benedict 
Cumberbatch's comically unhinged 
performances as the film's wet-blanket 
antagonists. Malkovich's Octavius 
Brine, a malevolent octopus, and 
Cumberbatch's Classified, an uptight 
wolf-cum-superspy, serve as comic foils 
for the hyperactive, happy-go-lucky pen¬ 
guin protagonists: bossy Skipper (Tom 
McGrath), level-headed Kowalski (Chris 
Miller), dimwitted Rico (Conrad Vernon), 
and nervous-nelly Private (Christopher 
Knights). Following these devil-may- 
care penguins' manic attempts to help 
Classified stop Brine from kidnapping 
penguins around the world is like being 
trapped on a runaway wooden roller 
coaster for 95 minutes. First Skipper 
and his group binge on junk food at Fort 
Knox. Then they flee from evil octopi in a 
Venetian gondola race. Then they crash- 
land in Hong Kong, and try to stop Brine 
from kidnapping local zoo penguins. 
Skipper's gang stumble around and 
needle both Classified and Brine with 
their monotonous quirks, like McGrath's 
fine-in-small-doses Captain Kirk-esque 
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inflection and Knights' squeaky-toy 
stammer. It all just makes you want to 
root for the exasperated bad guys. (PG) 
Simon Abrams. Countywide. 

TOP FIVE Chris Rock couldn't have 
planned it this way, but his exuberant 
and wondrous comedy Top Five, opening 
at just the right time, is like an airdrop 
of candy over a country shaken by 
Ferguson and the Eric Garner grand jury 
decision. That's not to say Rock glosses 
over serious issues, or, for that matter, 
that he hits them hard. But somehow 
Top Five has its finger on the pulse of 
right now, not just in terms of race in 
America—but in terms of how we're all 
trying to do the best we can, with no 
jobs, a buttload of creeps in Congress, 
and dashed hopes of anything coming 
close to equality or fairness. The story 
of a hugely successful comedian and 
actor—played by Rock himself—who 
turns away from comedy because he 
just doesn't "feel funny anymore," Top 
Five reminds us that as often as com¬ 
edy fails, sometimes it's our best hope 
for resuscitation. Rock's Andre Allen 
has just released a historical drama 
about the Haitian Revolution (it's called 
Uprize), and he's about to tie the knot 
with a reality-TV star, Gabrielle Union's 
Erica. He wanders New York with a 
Times reporter (Rosario Dawson), walk¬ 
ing and talking, laughing and bickering, 
trying to suss out which elements of 
their conversation are typical star-vs.- 
journalist BS and which might actually 
be some kind of truth. Top Five moves 
fast and almost never lets up. Its jokes 
unfold in complex layers: They're 
rarely just race-related, or political, or 
connected to the universal needs and 
wants of human beings—often they're 
all three at once. Seeing it at the end 
of a crap week, I suddenly felt I could 
breathe again. (R) Stephanie Zacharek. 
Countywide. 

UNBROKEN Unbroken is the most literal 
film of the year—it's wholly the tale 
of a victim (Louis Zamperini, played 
by Jack O'Connell) who won't crack. 
Make that three films—it plays like 
several shorts edited end-to-end. The 
first is a cheery Dust Bowl tale of an 
immigrant boy made good, a kiddie 
thug (C.J. Valleroy plays young Louis) 
who sneaks booze into milk bottles and 
goes home to a dear mama who makes 
gnocchi from scratch and prays for his 
soul. Louis gets his life on track only 
when he takes up running; eventually 
he races the fastest lap at the 1936 
Berlin Olympics. The second and third 
acts are nightmares. On a routine res¬ 
cue mission, Louis' plane crashes into 
the ocean, killing eight of the 11 men 
aboard. We gasp when we see his leg 
pinned under fuselage—will he ever 
race again? Very quickly, it's clear that 
winning a gold medal is the least of his 
problems. Director Angelina Jolie settles 
into the survivors' raft for a long stretch 
at sea where we feel every creak and 
breeze. It gets worse when the boys are 
scooped up by the Japanese. What fol¬ 
lows is unceasing torture, onscreen and 
vicariously in the theater. At the hands 
of pretty-boy war criminal Mutsushiro 
Watanabe (Takamasa Ishihara), the 
Americans are beaten and beaten and 
beaten. By then, the life raft is leagues 
away, the marmalade childhood farther 
still. But we're no closer to figuring out 
the point of Unbroken, other than to 
marvel at Louis' strength. (PG-13) Amy 
Nicholson.

A n overview of local theater 
in 2015 should give people 
who place value in produc¬ 
ing plays that aren’t tried 
and tired some measure of satisfaction. 
About a dozen emerging American play¬ 
wrights will see productions on local 
stages this year—and, for the first time 
in a looooooong time, not all those pro¬ 
ductions are at the one theater that is a 
leading force at doing just that: South 
Coast Repertory. 

That’s a good thing. And even 
those theaters that aren’t stag¬ 
ing new or unfamiliar work have 
something interesting in store. 

So here’s a brief overview of 
some of the most interesting: 

The Life and Adventures of Nicho¬ 
las Nickleby. This makes the cut 
because it’s a new adaptation 
of Charles Dickens’ 1839 novel, 
courtesy of Joe Parrish, and who 
knew Dickens wrote anything 
other than A Christmas Carol ?

Their story has 
it all: passion, romance, wealth redistribu¬ 
tion, heroic folk anti-heroes, bumbling 
law enforcement—all set against the mad¬ 
cap hilarity of the Great Depression! Then

Broadway, and the guy behind it, Frank 
Wildhorn, is responsible for such crap as 
Jekyll St Hyde and, hands-down the worst 
musical these jaded eyes have ever seen, 
The Civil War, so there is that.... Costa

The 2014 winner of the 
prestigious Stanley Drama Award, this is, 
according to the company’s website, the 
first full-fledged production of Jennifer 
Maisel’s heady-sounding play about a JPL 
scientist who’s living on Mars time and 
her underachieving daughter, who falls 
for some strange dude via the Internet.

Eleven plays are on 
the calendar at Orange County’s 
longest continuing storefront, 
including ones by contemporary 
playwrights Sarah Ruhl, Wendy 
MacLeod, Jason Wells, Amy and 
David Sedaris, and even a local 
writer with the bitchen name 
Hero Carlisle. All are welcome 
additions to a theater scene that, 
all too often, is pretty goddamn 
rote. One of the most interest¬ 
ing, Green Man, comes from 
the fecund mind of Jim Enable, 
a Sacramento-based musician and writer 
who is a certifiable trip (among many 
reasons, he claims to be the founder of the 
Pseudo-Symbolist movement). This play, 
about “love, loss and gargoyles,” includes 
music from Knable as well as a naked guy 
painted green.

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Adfos, La Rockola 

Remembering the sonideros, guaracheras, cumbias and desmadre of the best OC station you never listened to

M any media outlets reported 
this past November that 
Liberman Broadcasting 
was selling KHJ-AM 930 
to a Catholic radio network. The station, 
of course, was a legendary frequency in 
Southern California during the 1960s and 
70s, home to the mighty “Boss Radio” for¬ 
mat that launched an army of famous LA 
D Js. Those November reports mentioned 
that history, with some noting that 930 had 
broadcast Spanish-language music since 
the 1990s under the nickname “La Ranch- 
era,” featuring nothing but classic corridos, 
nortenas and more Vicente Fernandez than 
your mustache can ever handle. 

A smaller amount of reporters noted that 
Liberman was moving La Ranchera to its FM 
station, Santa Ana-based KWIZ-FM 96.7. 

But only one newspaper, a trade website, 
mentioned the format it was replacing: “La 
Rockola,” which AllAccess.com described as 
playing “regional Mexican” music. 

The description, while technically true, 
is akin to saying a Packard is just a car. La 
Rockola was one of the most interesting 
local radio experiments in recent memory, 
one that essentially broadcast a stream of 
chatter and music you’d hear on a radio 
blasting from the windowsill of an apart¬ 
ment in Mexico City. This isn’t overwriting 
on my part, but absolutely true: La Rockola 
took the sound of a very specific region, 
plugged it into the FM dial and turned it 
into a 24-hour desmadre fiesta, all from a 
run-down station on the Willowick Golf 
Course in Santa Ana. 

The oldest continually operating 
Orange County-based radio station (since 
1926, when it started as an AM signal), 


KWIZ has played Spanish-language music 
since the late 1980s but only had the La 
Rockola format since the early 2000s. 

It arrived during an era when Mexican 
migration patterns to the city (statistically, 
the most Mexican big city los Estados Uni- 
dos ) had moved on from the michoacanas 
and zacatecanos of a previous generation 
to people from central Mexico—Puebla, 
Hidalgo, Morelos, Tlaxcala, Veracruz and 
more. Most colorful among them were 
the chilangos— people from Mexico City. 
These people didn’t care for the banda, 
conjunto norteno and Mexican pop that 
dominate Southern California Spanish- 
language stations; they had their own 
musical tastes, a dizzying array of folk, 
metal, electronic, tropical—one continu¬ 
ous puro pinche pari. 

Liberman Broadcasting (the largest 
privately held Spanish-language radio 
chain in the United States) switched 
KWIZ’s format from Mexican pop stan¬ 
dards to La Rockola to match this need. 
Imagine an English-language station in 
Southern California only playing music 
for homesick Gothamites, from the Boss 
to George Gerswhin to the Ramones, Jay 
Z and more—but only from there—and 
you get a sense of La Rockola’s audacious, 
thrilling strategy. 

It was the best OC radio station you 
never listened to, a sort of living, breathing 
anthropology course. Broadcasters spoke 
in the wisecracking, sing-song chilango 
argot; Saturdays were advertised as “Saba- 
dos Distrito Federal”— “Federal District Sat¬ 
urdays,” a shoutout to Mexico City’s official 
designation and a callback to a famous song 
of the same title extolling the megalopolis. 


Best of all, listeners were subject to Mexico 
City’s favorite genres, most not heard on 
any other radio station in the United States, 
let alone Southern California. 

There were sonideros, DJs spinning 
tracks while adding sound effects and toast¬ 
ing friends and fans a la the sound systems 
of Jamaica, and groups such as Grupo Kual, 
which used synthesizers on everything 
from voices to accordions to even bass lines 
to spin some of the loopiest dance music 
outside an EDM showcase. It wasn’t good 
enough for La Rockola to play cumbias, the 
lingua franca dance form of Latin America 
originally from Colombia; La Rockola played 
variants from cumbia andina (Mexicans 
playing cumbias with such Andean instru¬ 
ments as charangos and multipiped flutes) 
to cumbia colombiana to cumbia stalwarts 
like Los Angeles de Charly. La Rockola 
played bachata before it became popular in 
Southern Californian clubs, even though OC 
has next-to-no Dominicans, as well as other 
Latin American dance rhythms including 
merengue, punta and vallenatos. It would 
play oldies, from Perez Prado to legendary 
salsa group La Sonora Santanera and clas¬ 
sic rock en espahol songs such as “Fuiste a 
Acapulco” that only a chilango could love. 

It was the only radio station in the United 
States I’ve ever known to play rock urbano, 
a bluesy style of rock born from Mexico City 
and popular seemingly only there. And in a 
nod to the many Oaxacans and people from 
the state of Guerrero that also swarmed into 
SanTana during the 2000s, La Rockola even 
spun music from their region, from fast- 
paced chilenas to a weird genre involving 
brass instruments and a fiddle that even I 
can’t figure out. 


The station blasted seemingly every¬ 
where in SanTana, from loncheras to cars 
idling on Bristol Street, from bars to house¬ 
holds. Almost everything about the station 
pertained to the city—its ads, its jokes, its 
sentido (feeling). It made sense—KWIZ’s 
frequency, while reaching into Los Angeles, 
begins to fade out around Koreatown to the 
north and Mid-Wilshire to the west, and it’s 
nonexistent south of San Juan Capistrano. 
With such a localized audience, there was 
no reason to acknowledge anything besides 
SanTana and Mexico City. 

Amazingly, La Rockola lasted about 
a decade, even though its ratings never 
amounted to much—its audience was the 
definition of niche, after all. But there 
wasn’t even a chance for La Rockola’s 
personalities to bid adios— the switchover 
happened without any warning to listen¬ 
ers. On Nov. 13, La Rockola simply posted a 
Twitter message saying in Spanish, “Ladies 
and gentlemen, as you’ve already heard 
that the concept of La Rockola no longer 
exists, thank you for everything. The con¬ 
cept .. .’’—leading to a Facebook post that 
was quickly deleted. 

The new La Ranchera 96.7 is already 
gaining listeners, and there is something 
wonderful about being able to listen to 
ranchera legends such as Pedro Infante 
and Jose Alfredo Jimenez in FM for the 
first time in, well, ever. But the demise of 
La Rockola is yet another nail in the cof¬ 
fin to Southern California radio, once the 
nation’s leader in pushing boundaries and 
formats, now reduced to the same group- 
think that has killed the industry. Hey, who 
says Mexicans don’t assimilate?

Warren G reflects on his classic album 
Regulate ... G Funk Era, 20 Years Later

W est Coast hip-hop seemed 
invincible when rap¬ 
per/producer Warren G 
dropped Regulate... G 
Funk Era. Released on June 7,1994, the 
debut album tapped into the strength of 
Dr. Dre’s The Chronic and Snoop Doggy 
Dogg’s Doggystyle that came before 
it, while offering something distinc¬ 
tive along its path as a hip-hop classic. 
“Regulators! Mount up!” the title track 
called out before Warren G and Nate 
Dogg slickly traded rhymes with perfec¬ 
tion over a smooth sample of “I Keep 
Forgetting” by Michael McDonald. Last 
month, Def Jam released an extended, 
20th-anniversary edition of the album, 
allowing it to live on for another genera¬ 
tion. We recently talked to the West Coast 
rapper, who reminisced about his efforts 
to create a sound in which “rhythm is life 
and life is rhythm.” 

OC WEEKLY; Looking back, did you have a 
sense at the time that Regulate... G Funk 
Era would be so successful and go on to 
become a classic? 

WARREN G: I never thought it would get 
this big, but my thing was I just wanted 
people to hear my music. Being a hip- 
hop artist and just being into hip-hop, I 
wanted people to know who I was. Doing 
what I did, trying to be different, it ended 
up turning out to mean something incred¬ 
ible, which is being able to be in the game 
more than 20 years, still relevant and still 
making good music. I never imagined it, 
but I’m just happy I was able to create a 
great record. 

The single “Regulate” is a classic featuring 
the late Nate Dogg. 

It’s a celebration for him, too, you 
know what I’m saying? Because he was 
a part of that. This is his anniversary, 
too. It’s pretty messed up that he ain’t 
here to really work with because he 


was my working partner. For him not 
being here, it’s just hard sometimes 
for me to work. That’s kind of why I 
haven’t put out a lot of music. I just 
miss him being around. 

On “This DJ” you reference Santa Ana. 
What’s the back story to that rhyme? 

As a kid, I used to work in Santa Ana.... 

I had to mention that, just reminiscing 
on the times before I started really to 
make money. 

What are your thoughts on the G-funk 
sound that you created and why it reso¬ 
nated so much with listeners? 

It was different from what everybody was 
doing. I wasn’t trying to do hardcore shit; 
I wanted to take a different approach. 

I started doing hard drums with nice, 
heavy bass lines with smooth melodies. 
That’s how my brand of G-funk was. I 
was listening to a lot of’60s, ’70s and 
’80s music. I was listening to the people 
before me, seeing how it was for them, 
what made them successful, and I mim¬ 
icked it. That was some of the main shit 
that we did was sample. I look at it like 
this: If you can take a sample, redo it and 
get the people cleared, you’re putting 
money in their pocket. There ain’t noth¬ 
ing wrong with that. 

Aside from the 20 th-anniversary album 
reissue , what are you working on these days? 
I’m just working, man, just doing music. 
I’m working with a young cat out of 
Orange County. His name is Mike Slice. I 
know he’s a very, very talented artist. I’ve 
been working with him along with just 
working with myself in doing music. We 
got some big things coming. We’re going 
to show a lot of people what we’ve got 
because he’s representing Orange County, 
so he’s gotta come with it. I’m in OC all 
the time; that’s my second home. I’ve been 
in Orange County for about 18 years, and 
I love it!

Mac Looks Back

N ew Year's Day might seem like a natural time 
of celebration for revived punk roadhouse 
the Doll Hut. But it's not. 

"That's actually the day the Hut officially 
closed," says current owner Michael "Mac" 
McGarvey. "I got the keys on the 2nd, and we 
started again from there." 

The reopening of the Doll Hut is one of the 
things we remember most about 2014. One year 
later, it still feels surreal for the club's husky for¬ 
mer talent buyer, who bought the place with his 
girlfriend, Tammy Butler, despite neither having a 
shred of bar-owning experience. 

"Everything was a curveball for me," the 
39-year-old Long Beach native says. "It was 
all kind of thrust upon me, the reality that I now 
own a business. I had run the front of the house 
before, but never the back half." 

As small as it is—basically the size of a mod¬ 
est living room—the venue casts a long shadow 
in OC's music history, stretching back to the days 
when it was Linda's Doll Hut, run by its most well- 
known owner, Linda Jemison. We could give you 
the list of legendary bands, drunk exploits and 
children conceived in the parking lot. But then it 
was sold and misguidedly turned into a Latin bar. 
Then McGarvey kicked off a year of restoring 
the club's punk cred. He had to learn everything 
from business plans to booking bands and buying 
beer. "It was a struggle, but it didn't feel like it in 
the moment. I would say it was good," McGarvey 
says. "And hey, I'm still open." 

Over the past 12 months, the Hut has stayed 
the course, with a nonstop calendar of shows 
featuring bands such as the Stitches, Narco¬ 
leptic Youth and D.l. But he's also been open- 
minded, temporarily straying from a stringent 
punk-rock ethos to booking bands and artists 
who don't necessarily fit the Hut's stereotype. 
That includes dedicating a whole day of the 
week to the majesty of metal, aptly dubbed 
Metal Mondays.

"In the beginning, we were closed on Mon¬ 
days, as the Doll Hut had traditionally been 
closed on Mondays," McGarvey recalls. "I actu¬ 
ally sat up in bed one night and said, 'Why am I 
closed on Monday?"' 

Little things like that have led new faces and 
bands to the bar. And the community that wanted 
the old Doll Hut back has mostly stuck by him, 
even after all the fanfare died down. McGarvey 
likens owning the bar to the feeling of getting 
a new girlfriend. "When you first get with her, 
you're excited about the newness of it," he says, 
"but eventually, that kinda wears off a little bit, 
and you have to find the substance in it that's 
gonna continue beyond that." 

Through it all, he has stayed pretty much the 
same guy, working a day job in sales (no longer 
in telemarketing) and running the club at night. 
Although now, a lot more people seem to know 
his name when he's out and about. "I'm more of 
a behind-the-curtains kind of guy," he says. "A 
lot of people do say 'thank you' for opening the 
place back up. No one's called me an asshole yet 
for doing this." 

Even with all that he's managed to accomplish 
over the past year, McGarvey doesn't think 
he's done anything yet to add to the lore of the 
place—other than keep it open for people to 
enjoy. With one year down and hopefully many 
more to go, that will change. 

"I tell people [owning the Doll Hut] is a dream 
and a nightmare all rolled into one. I still think it's 
the bestthing I ever did," he says. "I love the Doll 
Hut and I feel like it loves me, too, as crazy as 
that sounds."
